Jacoby negligent at a February 2 
hearing of the circumstances sur­ 
rounding the fatal auto-truck col­ 
lision at Clear Springs on the Get­ 
tysburg-Dillsburg road. 
Tried To Hawi In loc 
Jacoby, his brother, Glenn, 35, 
and the three fatally injured men 
had been on their w*ay to work at 
Mechanicsburg Air depot when the 
crash occurred. Those killed were 
Zeal R. Peters, 54, of Aspers R I; 
Robert Naugle, 27, and Alec Kem- 
per, 40, both of Gettysburg R 4, 
Heidlersburg 
According to testimony at the in­ 
quest, the car driven by Jacoby, pre­ 
ceded In the right lane by several 
other cifrs. turned into Hic opposite 
lane to pass and ran head-on into a 
light pickup truck driven by Richard 
Williams, 18, of Chatham Center, 
N Y 
There was a solid fog for several 
miles on the road, witnesses said 
Speed of Jacoby's car was estimated 
at less than 50 miles an hour.
